Introductory Note 


The objects of the Society are declared by the second of its rules to be “the 
promotion of the study of Science in all its branches, and of Public Education by 
means of Lectures, Field Meetings, the Reading and Discussion of Papers, and in 
any way that the Council of the Society shall deem advisable”. 


The branches of Science at present represented are as follows:—Archeology 
and History, Astronomy, Botany, Entomology, Geegraphy, Geology, Ornithology, 
Photography, Physics and Chemistry, and Zoology. 


Frequent meetings are held comprising Lectures and Demonstrations on 
subjects of scientfic interest, illustrated by lantern slides, films, the epidiascope, 
diagrams, specimens and experiments, 


Field Meetings are held in various suitable places in the neighbourhood of 
the town, or sometimes Coach Tours are arranged to districts of scientific interest 
at a distance. 


The management of the Society is vested in a Council, which is elected at 
the Annual General Meeting. 


The Society possesses a Library available for the use of Members. Books 
may, under certain conditions, be borrowed by Members, and there is a Reading 
Room in which works of reference may be consulted. The Museum contains 
many valuable scientific collections and specimens. There is a well-equipped 
Dark Room for the use of Members interested in Photography. 


Members are elected by the Council and pay an annual subscription of £7 
for full membership. Life Subscription £70. Family Subscription (for members 
of a family living in the same house) is as follows: First Aduit Member £7, 
additional Adult Members £3. Associate Membership Subscription is £1 and is 
restricted to young people up to 18 years of age, if a bona-fide full time 
student, up to 21 years of age. : 


Country Membership applies only to those Ordinary Members who reside 
permanently Outside the boundaries of Bournemouth, Christchurch and Poole. 


Subscriptions of Country Members are, First Adult Members £3.50, additional 
Adult Members, same family, £2. 


Special subscription for visitors to Bournemouth, £1 per month. 


Members may enter into a Deed of Covenant to pay subscriptions by Banker’s 
Order over the period of four years. At present, the Society benefits by approxi- 
mately 43p on each £1 subscribed in as way. Full particulars from the Hon.

every Member and a Volume of Proceedings is published each year of which |

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PRELUDE TO THE ARMADA—GOLD UNDER THE SEAWEED. 
by Mrs. M. K. PARKINSON. 


Delivered before the Society on the 10th October, 1981. 
I. PRELUDE TO THE ARMADA. 


In July 1588 after nearly twenty years of hesitation and intrigue, 
Philip II of Spain launched against England the largest and most 
powerful fleet ever seen, because he felt such was the mission he had 
received from God. 


During the past fifteen years English Pirates had persisted in plaguing 
Spanish ports and the Spanish fleet with their plundering expeditions, 
carried out in the Queen’s ships, financed by her, her Ministers and her 
Courtiers. 


A certain adventurer, Francis Drake, was waging his own war against 
the most powerful King in the World. He had sacked most of the West 
Indies ports at least once, had scoured the Gulf of Mexico helped by 
French Pirates and black slaves. In the Isthmus of Panama, he had 
seized the annual haul of Gold from Peru, on its way by Mule from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic. On his return Drake explained to the Queen 
that the booty had been acquired through exchanges with the Natives. 
When Elizabeh passed this on to the Spanish Ambassador, it is said he 
very nearly exploded with rage. 


In 1580, with the rounding of America by the Straits of Magellan, 
Drake, in the “Golden Hind’, had completed the first round-the-World 
buccaneering trip. This at the expense of Galleons looted en route and 
Spanish ports on the Pacific. The voyage had taken two years and ten 
months. Of the five ships that set out only the “Golden Hind” returned. 
Nevertheless, there were silks, spices and Gold (much of the Silver had 


_ been thrown overboard because it was too bulky) to yield a divided of 


4,700 per cent to the shareholders, after her Majesty and Drake had 


_ taken their share. Yet still England and Spain were not at war. 


When the Spanish Ambassador, in the name of the King, demanded 
compensation for his murdered subjects and ruined merchants, and 
insisted Drake be punished, the Queen hesitated. She thought of her 
Share of the fabulous booty and, after a splendid banquet, Knighted the 


' culprit and made him Admiral of her Navy. 


On February 8th 1587, Mary Queen of Scots was beheaded in the 


_ Great Hall of Fotheringay Castle. The execution shocked the whole of 
_ Europe. Political etiquette required that Kings and Princes be assassin- 
_ ated, preferably poisoned. A public beheading at the hand of the 
common executioner was considered outrageous. It made royal 
_ personages subject to the common justice of ordinary man. 
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Philip heard of the execution on March 23rd 1587 in a dispatch from 
his Ambassador in Paris, Count Bernardino De Mendoza. It is reported 
he spent the whole of the following week deep in thought. When he 
emerged from his study he had made the decision to strike. He felt it 
was up to him, as Defender of the Faith, to carry out the sacred mission 
of freeing the English from their Protestant yoke, and to take the Crown, 
and, as he had promised the Pope, place it on the head of his daughter, 
Isabelia. 

Philip had drawn up his plan. The Governor of the Spanish 
Netherlands, Alexander Duke of Parma, was to assemble the Army of 
Flanders at Dunkirk. Meanwhile, the Marquis of Santa Cruz would, 
by the Spring, have gathered together at Lisbon and Cadiz a fleet strong 
enough to hold Elizabeth’s at bay and destroy it. Once he had reached 
England, Parma would be able to count on the Catholic Nobility and 
the combined forces of the Irish and the Scots rallying to him. Philip 
sent William Semple over with 42,000 excudos to distribute among local 
fifth columns. 


To gain time to get her defences in order, Elizabeth protested her 
desire for peace, and got the ex-King of Denmark to suggest a meeting 
to Philip, in an attempt to avoid battle. Philip also expressed his desire 
for peace, and immediately accepted the suggestion. 


While the coastal defences of the whole of England, the Isle of Wight, 
the Thames and the approaches to London were hastily strengthened, 
Drake convinced the Queen that the thing to do, was to nip the invasion 
in the bud. She must let him attack Cadiz. Elizabeth agreed, and 
charged him to do so in a written order, and forbade him in another, 
which she had delivered to Plymouth nine days after he had sailed. She 
was careful to keep a copy of this letter to show to Philip, who would be 
requiring an explanation. 


The arrival of Drake spread panic in Cadiz. He captured six ships 
and burned eighteen more, one of them a Galleon belonging to Santa 
Cruz. He landed more or less where he liked in Portugal. What was 
more serious though, he burned forty coasting vessels laden with season 
ed timber, staves for casks, barrels, butts and pipes, that the Armada 
would need for storing water, wine and provisions. Drake only lifted 


the blockade to sail out and meet the “San Felipe” on her way back | 


from Goa, her holds crammed with silks, spices and ivory, her coffers 


full of God, Silver and Jewels. He captured her after a brief skirmish, | 


bringing his booty up to a total of £115,000. This made his share up 


to £17,000, and that of her Majesty to £40,000. Drake boasted on his — 
return that he had singed the King of Spain’s beard. It was most — 
certainly because of his action, that the Armada was not ready to sail | 


in 1587. 


For four years, Santa Cruz had, in vain, been urging Philip to act. — 
Suddenly, in September 1587 when he was no longer prepared for it, | 


when in fact he was in the Azores escorting the Plate Fleet, he received 


a letter from the King commanding him on his return to set sail for the | 
Cape of Margate and the Thames. Santa Cruz was amazed. Storms | 
| 
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had loosened the timbers of many of his ships and Drake had doubled 
his forces, he protested loudly. He was sixty-two. At the beginning 
of February he became ill, took to his bed and died on February the 
ninth. It is felt he died of overwork and grief. 


Philip appointed in his place the Duke of Medina Sidonia. He was 
not an ambitious man. History tells us, and it is evident from letters 
he wrote to the King, that this appointment did not please him. How- 
ever, Philip was adamant, and on March 29th 1588 he took over 
command of the fleet. 


With great pomp on St. Mark’s Day, April 25th, the Captain General 
of the Armada went to Lisbon Cathedral to take from the High Altar 
the banner of crusade, but it was not until May 9th that the order to 
sail was given. The sun shone brightly, the Tagus was filled with sail, 
red crosses of war against the white canvas of purity. The ships of the 
Armada, gleaming with new paint, must have been an impressive sight. 
On the decks, breastplates, corslets, and velvet cloaks hung with golden 
chains gleaming in the sunshine. The Duke himself was on the “San 
Martin”. On board he had with him his Confessor, his spiritual 
advisor, and 60 servants. At the mouth of the river they encountered 
a strong wind and were forced to drop anchor. They were to wait 
seventeen days for a favourable wind. ‘This delay was only the first in 
a series of delays that was to leave the Armada weakened and 
demoralized. Storms, and illness among the crew, shortages of 
provisions, the food having gone bad through being stored in unseasoned 
barrels—Drake having burned the seasoned staves—plus the fact that 
the rest of the fleet had not yet joined them, all took their toll. It was 
not until July 23rd 1588 that the Armada at last set sail from 
La Corunna. Less than a month later, the weather and the English 
fleet had greatly depleted Philip’s mighty force, and its battered survivors 
faced the prospect of a voyage back to Spain, round the North of 
Scotland and down the West Coast of Ireland, a distance of some 2,000 
miles through seas unknown to them. 


Among the ships of the Armada were four Galleasses of the Naples 
Squadron. A Galleass was the name given to a large war Galley. -It 
was a hybrid between the Galleon, a sailing ship, and the oared Galley 
of the Mediterranean. It was hoped to combine the manceuvrability of 
the Galley with the strength and fire-power of the Galleon. However, 
in practice they combined the disadvantages of both, and were to prove 
unsuited to the stormy waters of the Atlantic. 


In his last letter to the King before sailing, the Duke had enclosed his 


' report of ships, seamen, soldiers, Admirals, Doctors, Priests, etc. Leaving 
_ the port of La Corunna on 23rd July, 131 ships carrying 24,607 soldiers 


» and seamen, 1,338 Generals, Chaplains and Officers, 1.549 Volunteers, 


Gentlemen Adventurers, Artillery Officers, about 800 Valets, Servants 
and Ecclesiastics. The Duke therefore had almost 28.000 men under his 


' command. Less than half the fleet were to return to Spain. 
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The night was wild the North wind blew. 
The angry waves no mercy knew, 

With rudder smashed the Galleass rolled 
Too late the cry, “Drop anchor” called, 

A jagged rock a mighty wave 

Took ship and men to their deep dark grave, 
And still they say when seas run high, 

Their drowning cries fill all the sky.

The Galleass “Girona”, making her way back to Spain, was forced to 
put into Killybegs in South Donegal to undergo repairs. While she 
was in port she took on survivors and equipment of two other ships of 
the fleet wrecked off the Irish Coast. Repairs completed, the “Girona” 
left Killybegs to make her way back to Spain by way of the West of 
Scotland. She was intended to carry some 550 men but on board were 
1,300 men and the combined equipment of five other Armada ships and 
of the Gentlemen who had sailed in them. A wild West wind lashed 
the Galleass as she sailed eastwards across the North Coast of Ireland. 
She had safely passed the jagged Giant’s Causeway. Oarsmen battled 
against the wind, struggling vainly to keep the ship from the shore. The 
wind won. White water boiled from the starboard bow. A scream 
from the lookout brought sailors rushing to drop anchor, too late. A 
fang of rock rising from the sea ripped the “Girona’s” flank, she gutted 
herself upon it, her back broke, her side opened and 1,300 exhausted and 
sick men, cannons, cannon balls, small arms and stores sank beneath the 
angry waves. Of the 1,300 only five reached the shore alive. 


Living at nearby Dunluce Castle, an Ulsterman Sorley Boy 
Macdonnell, gave shelter to the five and also in the following days 
robbed the corpses thrown onto the beach of many valuable treasures 
and money in their pockets, enough we are told to fill three large chests. 
Two years later his son James rebuilt the castle with the proceeds of his 
Father’s plundering. 


As for the “Girona”, she remained undetected and forgotten except 
in local tradition for almost 400 years. Then in 1967 Robert Sténuit, 


the well-known nautical archeologist, made his first dive off the eastern | 


face of Lacada Point. As a young student of political science in his 
native Brussels, Sténuit read a book that listed 463 wrecks guaranteed to 


contain treasure. Until then he had been content, diving in his spare | 


time, to explore subterranian rivers. Now he began to dream dreams. 


After months of research in libraries in Britain, France, Belgium and | 


| 
| 


Holland, he opted out of University to devote all his energies to search- | 


ing for wrecks. He found the name “Girona” listed among ships 


wrecked off the coast of Ireland in October 1588, but however he search- | 


ed there was no record of the exact spot. 


With his friend Marc Jasinski he visited Ireland, staying at Port 
Balintrae near the Giant’s Causeway, and close to the place on the map

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marked ‘Port na Spaniagh’. Walking along the coastal path they 
stopped at the tourist shop near the Causeway and bought a one-and- 
threepenny Guide Book. Imagine, after all the hours Sténuit had spent 
searching through Armada archives in many dusty libraries without 
success, what they must have felt when there, in the pages of that cheap 
little book, they read “In 1588 the Galleass “Girona” was wrecked at 
the little cove near the Giant’s Causeway called Port na Spaniagh”. 


As soon as weather permitted they took their little dinghy out to 
investigate. Leaving Marc on board, Sténuit dived into the icy waters. 
That first dive was to bring its reward, Cannon balls were everywhere. 
He also found two brass Cannon and a three foot lead ingot. In the 
entrance to a nearby cave he found another ingot. 


It was three days before they were able to dive again, and this time 
Marc took photographs. The following three days were stormy, and it 
was not until July Ist that they were able to dive again. When Sténuit 
had first seen the Cannon it had been quite plain, now after three days 
of storms it was half buried under huge stones. While Marc was busy 
with his camera, Sténuit picked up a flat round pebble. He examined 
it, turned it over, it was a piece of eight, a silver piece of eight. The 
Arms of Spain were clearly visible, and aT’ with a small ‘o’ underneath 
meant it was minted at Toledo. As he slipped it into his glove his eye 
caught sight of gold, a little gold ring wedged between two stones, 
Spanish gold. Returning to their dinghy they had enough evidence that 
they had at last found the ’Girona”’. 


Now they both realised that this was going to be far too big a task for 
only the two of them. They would need to get together, not only a team 
of capable men, but also equipment equal to the task. 


Before leaving they carefuliy put at the back of the cave all ey had 
found. They would have to keep the discovery their secret, for there 
was no legal provision by which their finds could be protected in their 
absence. 

In April 1968 they returned with a properly equipped team. Their 
first task was to make an accurate plan of the site on which could be 
plotted the precise position of everything they found. 


It was Marc Jasinski’s responsibility to keep a detailed photographic 


record of the excavation. Now the real business of recovery could 
_ begin, using hydraulic jacks and buoyancy bags to move large boulders 
that littered the sea bed, high pressure hoses to shift sand and small 


stones, and finally their own hands to fan away sand in small areas. 
Soon they found gold buttons and assorted artifacts, and so began the 
process of excavation in the cold and friendless waters of the Atlantic 
off Lacada Point that was to continue for two seasons, and involve 6,000 
hours of diving. 


Let us stop for a moment and consider what it must have been like 


_ diving in those inhospitable waters. Through the medium of Television 


_ We have got used to watching films of divers moving apparently effort- 


lessly in a beautiful underwater world, and seemingly, at times, playing 


_ with the creatures that live in that calm, peaceful and colourful haven. 
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In his book “Treasures of the Armada” Sténuit says, and I quote, “The 
cold is unbelievable. It makes our sinuses ache, numbs our joints and 
paralyses our muscles. The kelp is fast growing, it stands as thick as 
sugar cane, slick as rubber, we cut plants away but they drift back as if 
to swallow and imprison us on the sea bottom. A jungle of seaweed 
covers everything. By now I know every rock, every crevice in the 
chaotic world of the sea bed. Just as the hurricanes flatten the palm 
trees of Florida, the ceaseless sweil of the Atlantic furls and unfurls the 
sunken fronds. To go forward I must wait for a wave to catapult me. 
When the movement stops I cling to a rock or to a sea tangle hurled 
suddenly backwards, its fronds flapping in the current like a flag, while 
the hose from my regulator pulling against my clenched teeth vibrates 
next to my ears. Like so many whips, thongs of seaweed lash back 
again and I am hurled once more toward the narrow cleft in the rock 
I am heading for. At last I can slip my crowbar in through the gap. 
I push long and hard and the boulder moves. I grasp it, straddle it and 
arch myself, take a deep breath and wait for the next good roller. The 
boulder moves out of its hole I pick out a coin, roll it between my thumb 
and forefinger and a profile appears, a Roman breastplate. a straight 
nose, a noble beard. The reverse side the Arms of Spain in an oval 
frame. Numb with cold my fingers close on the history of Europe. At 
last I have it literally in my grasp here under the sea, in the very place 
where it was made.” Unquote. 


It was in conditions like these that Sténuit and his team went on to 
recover a total of 17 ingots, many of them bearing Jerusalem crosses. 
These were carried as raw material for the manufacture of small arms 
ammunition, and were part of the 24 tons of lead carried by the 


“Girona” for this purpose. 


Several items of navigational equipment were found. Among the 
most interesting were two astralabes, one intact the other in pieces. 
These were used for determining the altitude of the Sun or stars to 
calculate the ship’s latitude. Five pairs of navigational dividers (for 
measuring distances on charts) were also recovered, as well as three 
sounding leads. 

The jewelry from the “Girona”—the personal possessions of the luck- 
less souls who perished, constituted an invaluable hoard of Renaissance 
jewellers’ craft. Perhaps the most attractive is the Gold Salamanda set 
with rubies. The Salamander in mythology is supposed to be able to 
live in fire and even to extinguish it, and so was regarded as a charm 
against fire. 

Another impressive jewel found was a gold cross of a Knight of 
Malta. One feature of this cross was the occurrence of little fleur-de-lys 
type ornaments between the arms. The Motif between the arms of the 
cross is identical with the motif of the Spinola family of Genoa. There- 
fore, it is almost certain that this jewel belonged to Fabricio Spinola, 
Captain of the “Girona”. 


Another order of Knighthood is represented by another gold jewel 
recovered. This bears on one face a representation of a bearded long-

haired Saint with a halo, and with a tree in the background. Research 
showed that this was a jewel of a Knight of Alcantara, and that the 
Saint was St. Julian of the Pear Tree. It has been impossible to ascer- 
tain to whom this jewel belonged. 


One of the most intriguing pieces of gold jewelry found must be a 
little gold book, whose cover actually opened, revealing a series of small 
compartments, two of which still contained tiny wax tablets. This 
proved to be an Angus Dei reliquary, the little wax tablets made from 
wax of the previous year’s Easter candles mixed with consecrated oil. 
These small tablets, after blessing by the Pope, were held to have mirac- 
ulous powers of protection, especially from fire and flood. It may even 
be that this little reliquary had belonged to the Bishop of Killaloe. 


A set of portrait cameos, beautifully carved in lapis lazuli and mount- 
ed in gold frames set with pearls, was a most spectacular find. Six were 
in almost perfect condition, while five other frames lacked their cameos. 
The portraits proved to be those of Byzantine Emperors including 
Michael I and Constantine Il. The Emperor on the best preserved of 
them has not so far been identified. 


While in all 12 gold chains were recovered, one was particularly 
impressive, it weighs over 4 Ibs. and is 2.5 metres long, and is of exactly 
the type so often represented around the necks of Gentlemen in Renais- 
sance portraits. Apart from being an obvious adornment and a demon- 
stration of the wearer’s wealth, such chains had additional uses as 
currency of convenience—a link or two could be detached at any time to 
pay for goods or services. Also to adorn the tunics of the Spanish 
nobility were the several sets of ornate gold buttons found. 


Among items of religious significance, which included medals, seals 
and the gold pieces, were two portions of crucifixes, one tiny one of gilt 
bronze, the other of silver. Badly eroded by the action of the sea, this 
crucifix fragment has almost a modern appearance. 


Of the dozen gold rings found, three are of particularly interest. One 
bore the little representation of a Salamander and may have belonged to 
the owner of the ruby-encrusted Salamander jewel. Another inscribed 
with a monogram “‘THS’ and a cross is likely to have belonged to one 
_ of the Clerics on board. The third was perhaps the most poignant of 
_ all the items recovered. One terminal is in the form of a hand holding 
_ a heart, the other in the form of an open buckle clasp. It bears the 
_ inscription, “‘No tengo mas que dar te’’ (I have nothing more to give 
_ thee) and was presumably a parting gift from a young girl to her sweet- 
_ heart before he left her to sail with the Armada. 


_ The variety of coins found was quite extraordinary, 405 of gold, 756 
- Of silver and 115 of copper minted in six different countries and fourteen 
| different mints, and of sixty different denominations. Kings represented 
_ included Charles V and Philip IT of Spain, Manuel I and Sebastian of 
_ Portugal. The reason for such a variety is simple, this coinage was 
' not the contents of an official chest, but the personal property of 
| passengers and crew, including survivors from five other ships that had 


| 


. come from far and wide to join the Armada. 
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The fragments of tableware recovered give a fascinating glimpse of 
the quite sumptuous life-style of the Spanish Officers anl Nobility even 
on board a fighting ship. Silver candlesticks, fragments of decorated 
silver dishes and jugs, a little silver Dolphin that may have been part of 
a tankard or a clock base, plus a fantastic collection of fork fragments 
were recovered. The fork fragments are of particular interest—two, 
three, four and even five-pronged forks are represented, these have 
elaborately decorated silver handles. They are among the earliest table 
forks in Europe. 


Countless rounded silver phials were found, and these were at first 
thought to have contained apothecaries’ remedies, until the most fragile 
object of all was recovered, a delicate hexagonal point made from rock 
crystal, about two inches long, set in a little silver top. It was then 
realised that the phials had contained not apothecaries’ remedies, but 
scent. Every nobleman, every Spanish Grandee must have had one. 
When the wind brought to their nostrils the suffocating stench of 244 
rowers chained night and day to their places, they would pass the crystai 
dippers loaded with scent under their curled moustaches. 


All in all, the material recovered by Sténuit and his team from the 
“Girona” gives a vivid and fascinating view of life aboard an Armada 
ship. Apart from the obviously interesting and attractive material. 
there are fragments of pottery dishes, bronze cooking pots, parts of 
pulley blocks, pieces of rope, a fascinating assortment. One thing, how- 
ever, which does more or less speak for itself found among the kitchen 
remains, a unique relic, perfectly preserved in a mass of magna made of 
broken crockery, charcoal and one bird’s feather—a plumstone. Surely 
the only Armada plumstone in the World. 


To-day, thanks to Robert Sténuit, all these treasures, together with 
maps, charts and photographs, tell the story of three years’ hard work 
entailed in the finding and recovery of the “Girona” and its treasures. 


They are housed in the Ulster Museum, Northern Ireland National 


Museum in special rooms, The “Girona” Rooms, opened in June, 1972. 
and were at that time valued at £132,000.

Archaeology and History 


To the great regret of the section, Mr. W. V. K. Channon relinquished 
the Chairmanship at the end of 1980, but we are most grateful to him for 
continuing to provide us with some of his most excellent lectures, and

Full details of our programme will be found in the list of meetings at 
the back of these Proceedings and it will be seen that we have again had 
a varied and most interesting programme. The Lecture by Professor 
Barry Cunliffe on “‘Recent Archeological Excavations at Hengistbury 
Head”’ was delivered twice, first at 3 p.m. for members and invited 
guests and then again at 7 p.m. for both members and the general public. 
These were the first lectures to be given in Bournemouth by Professor 
Cunliffe on his recent work and there was a very good audience at both 
lectures. The Lord of the Manor, Sir George Meyrick, Bart. and Lady 
Meyrick attended the afternoon lecture as did a number of Borough 
Councillors. 


In addition to a busy life as Hon. Secretary of our Society, Mr. F. R. 
Watson has managed to find time to arrange a Field Meeting for the 
Archeology and History Section and our members thoroughly enjoyed 
the walkabout at Salisbury which he kindly arranged. He has promised 
to arrange further walkabouts for us in the future and we shall be 
eagerly looking forward to these happy events. 


I am most grateful to Miss Stocker for continuing to serve as Deputy 
Chairman of our Section and to Mrs. B. E. Hooton-Smith for much 
welcome and most useful advice to me, which I greatly.appreciate as a 
new Chairman of the Section. Finally may I express my thanks to all 
the members of the Society who have so keenly supported us during the 
year.

Astronomy 


Mr. Colin Pither gave an illustrated talk about Comets. These 
strange, often elusive, sometimes spectacular, outmost members of 
the solar system have inspired awe and fear in man throughout the 
ages until the modern era. The startling appearance and unexpectedness 
of a bright comet in pre-scientific times was considered to foretell disaster 
or perhaps the death of a famous or powerful ruler. It was Edmund 
Halley in the late 17th century who realised that comets obey the same 
laws of nature as the planets. He realised that the great comet seen in 
1682, and since named after him, was in orbit about the sun and a 
visitor to the neighbourhood of the sun every 76 years or so. He 
correctly predicted the return of 1759. Latest prediction is that Halley’s 
comet will return in 1986. 


Dr. Malcolm Coe spoke on the research on X-Ray Astronomy. He 
outlined the history of this new branch of astronomy in the past decade 
. or so, highlighting the rapid progress in observing capability and know- 
ledge and interpretation of X-Ray sources. In one step the X-Ray 
astronomer has matched the optical astronomer’s leap in technology from 

_ Galileo’s primitive telescope to Mount Palomar’s 200 inch giant. 


The development of X-Ray astronomy is largely a story of progress in 


» artificial satellite technology, yet useful work can be done very economic- 
I

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ally by means of high flying balloons. The essential requirement is to get 
the X-Ray detector as high in the atmosphere as possible. The team at 
Southampton use huge helium-inflated balloons launched from the U.S. 
and Southern France to carry their equipment. The detection of X-Rays 
from space opens up another fundamental “‘window’’ for the under- 
standing of the universe. 


The Chairman spoke on the subject of Radio Astronomy which was 
complementary to Dr. Coe’s survey of X-Ray astronomy. Radio Waves 
of long wavelength and low energy lie at the opposite end of the electro- 
magnetic spectrum to the high energy, short wavelength X-Rays. 
Radio Astronomy is the oldest of the “new” astronomies, dating back 
almost to the first days of radio at the beginning of the present century. 
However, since the end of World War II it has become a major world- 
wide branch of modern astronomical research. The instrumentation re- 
quired is ground-based huge steerable disk-receivers like those at Jodrell 
Bank or long interterometer arrays. Various ingenious techniques, such 
as “‘aperture synthesis” or long base line interterometry enable the radio 
astronomer to match and excel his optical counterpart in resolving power 
and ability to detect faint objects. 


The scope of radio astronomy is arguably broader than any other 
branch of the subject. The most remote objects in the universe are 
primarily and originally radio objects, e.g. quassers and active galaxies. 


The Chairman took as his theme “‘A Grand Tour of the Solar System” 
which was made possible only in recent years—a close-up view of most 
of the planets of the solar system and their satelites by inter-planetary 
probes. Many fine photographs taken by N.A.S.A. spacecraft were 
shown. These were of Earth and Moon from the Apollo missions; of 
Mercury and Venus by the flyby Mariner 10; of Mars and its satellites 
by the orbiter Mariner 9 and the Viking, as well as shots of Mars from 
the Viking landes; Voyager 1 and 2 flybys of Jupiter; Voyager 1 flyby 
of Saturn as recently as November 1980. Our knowledge and under- 
standing of the solar system and its origin have been completely revol- 
utionised by the space probes, both American and Russian. We eagerly 
await the Voyager 2 flyby of Saturn (August 1981), Uranus (1986), and 
Neptune (1989). We lament the apparent cessation of interplanatary 
exploration by N.A.S.A. after the Galileo probes to Jupiter in the mid 
1980’s. 

At the Open Day of Bournemouth Natural Science Society on 
22nd August the Chairman set up his own large telescope in the Society’s 
grounds. The weather was favourable and many sunspots were clearly 
seen. The sun was described as “‘active’’ which indicated more moderate 
weather. Graeme Nash, Chairman. 


Botany 


Our field meetings have been well attended and the various venues — 
gave us a chance to see quite a number of interesting and sometimes | 


rare plants which Dorset, as a County, is so fortunate to possess. |

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The Fungii-Forays in the Forest were very rewarding. We saw several 
of the Boletus, Lactarius, Russulas and many more. The one that stands 
out in my mind is Oudemanciella mucida which grows only on Beech 
trees and looks like a bunch of very fragile little parachutes. 


The woodlands and the Forest delighted us with their bounty; Orchis 
mascula was tall and strong, both in colour and vigour. Lathraea 
squamaria, Scutellaria minor and Melampyrum pratense were all good 
specimens. 


1981 stands out as the Year of the Thistle. In June Silybum marianum 
(Milk thistle) with its beautifully white veined leaves was tremendous 
and looked quite exotic, Carduus tenuiflorus (Slender thistle) grew ten 
feet tall and more, Cirsium vulgare (Spear thistle) and Carduus nutans 
(Musk thistle) were in great stands, perfect for the photographers 
amongst us, and Cirsium acaule (Dwarf thistle) made lovely cushions to 
sit upon. 


On the cliffs, the drifts of Armeria maritima and Anthyllis vulneraria 
made a picture never to be forgotten. We were pleased to see Cyno- 
glossum officinale still there. 


The meadows and walks inland yielded so much: the golden and pale 
green clumps of Galium cruciata, Reseda lutea’s tall creamy spires, 
Campanula glomerata’s deep violet heads, Echium vulgare dressed in 
pink and blue, and the bright yellow Genista tinctoria and the shy fern 
Ophioglossum vulgatum made our day. 


The outing in June was a great success. We called at Avebury for 
lunch, then on to Bowood where both the grounds and house had much 
to offer. The afternoon spent in Mr. and Mrs. Heales’ garden was both 
delightful and colourful. : 


A record is kept in the Botany room of all the flowers found on the 
field meetings. 


Mr. R. G. Lees has been our leader throughout the year and his wide 
knowledge of Natural History subjects has been invaluable and I am 
most grateful to him. I must also thank Mrs. Molly Saunders, Miss 
Beryl Norton, Mr. Reg Wall and Mr. John Hartop. Last but not least, 
Mrs. Stella Thomas for her very able secretaryship.

Dr. T. M. Bell gave an illustrated lecture on the Island of La Palma. 
He said that many of the Island villages were built in craters, one of 
which erupted in 1949. In some barrancas vegetation is lush despite low 
rainfall. Bananas are a valuable crop and the plantations act as wind- 
breaks for other crops. 


On the exterior of a large cave there are Megalithic engravings, possibly 


_ the work of the Guanchos, who lived on the Island, about two thousand 
_ years ago. 
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Afghanistan, so much in the news today, was the subject of a lecture 
given by Mrs. J. C. Earl. She spoke of the changing history, geographical 
position relative to the neighbouring U.S.S.R. and Pakistan and its envi- 
able mineral wealth and fertile valleys which produce melons, apricots, 
pears, apples and mulberries (important as the food plant of silkworms, 
which is important to the silk industry). 


Mr. Bradley Martin, a frequent visitor to West Germany, spoke on 
some aspects of that country: its people, the busy ports of Hamburg and 
Bremen in the north contrasting them to the fascinating Rhine valley 
and the picturesque Alpine country in the far south. 


A Shattered Wall (Hadrian’s) was the title of a talk given by Miss B. 
Brazier. Hadrian, Roman Emperor A.D. 117 - 138. He was born in 76 
in Rome and was adopted and brought up by the Emperor Trajan, who 
designated Hadrian as his successor. The wall known as Hadrian’s Wall 
was erected about 122. It was a Roman rampart 734 miles long between 
Bowness in Solway Firth and Wallsend-under-Tyne. It was built mainly 
of freestone blocks with a rubble core 18ft. high and 6 - 9ft. wide, flanked 
by a ditch (36ft. x 15ft.). A military road ran more or less parallel on 
the south side with an outer ditch and earthen mound known as the 
vallum. At intervals of a Roman mile were eighty milecastles averaging 
(60ft. x 7Oft.). Fifty of these are still traceable. Between these are 320 
recessed watch towers. 


In his talk on ‘A Dorset River’ Mr. H. C. Cram outlined the course of 
the river Stour from its source at Stourhead to its mouth at Christchurch 
harbour. Its course passed through several villages, meadows and under 
a few ancient bridges which bear a notice stating that any person dam- 
aging the bridge could be deported for life to a Penal Settlement. 


As a change from the tranquillity of the English countryside, Mr. C. 
Austin took as his subject: ‘From Poole to Norway Fiords under Sail’. 
The first leg along the east coast was uneventful until the open sea 
crossing to Stavanger. The fiords were spectacular and every available 
foot of land was utilised for crops, surprisingly, fruit, and sheep. Bergen 
was visited, the last respite until the home port was reached. This cross- 
ing called for experience and stamina as the weather was atrocious. 
Mountaineous seas, fog, with visibility practically nil, but confidence in 
each other (two crew only), and the boat won the day.

HFive-Bay Field Meeting to Oxford 


The 12th Field Meeting with the present leaders was held at St. Hugh’s 
College, Oxford, where the luxurious accommodation and abundant and 
appetising food were much appreciated. The weather was fine, and a 
coach tour was arranged each day, to provide interest for as many of the 
Society’s sections as possible. Individual visits to Colleges and Museums 
were made on two mornings and one afternoon, and as always a talk 
was given each evening by one of the leaders as a background for the 
following day’s visits. An outline of the whole tour and details for the 
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first day were given at the briefing meeting, when explanatory leaflets, 
including plans, were also distributed; owing to the difficulty now of 
arranging communal meals, a refund on the charge was given at the out- 
set, aS a contribution on the few occasions when members had to provide 
their own snack lunch and tea. 


On the outward journey we first visited Littlecote, near Hungerford, 
where in 1978 the largest Roman mosaic on permanent display in Britain 
was discovered, during extensive archeological excavation; it decorated 
the exotic ceremonial hall of a larg Roman Villa of Ist - 5th century A.D. 
We returned to Hungerford for an excellent snack lunch at the ancient 
coaching inn “The Three Swans” and for a visit to this picturesque and 
historic town. We continued through the Vale of the White Horse, with 
the immense figure of the oldest and best known White Horse in Britain 
carved below the ancient Ridgeway on the Berkshire Downs. We stopped 
at Uffington, the village where Thomas Hughes, author of ‘“Tom Brown’s 
Schooldays’’, was born and lived; we hoped to see his will and other 
documents in the church, but most have been removed for security. It 
was too wet to visit Wantage, as planned, so we proceeded to Oxford for 
tea at College, and, for some, a preliminary view of Oxford. 


On the second day, after a morning in Oxford,'we spent the after- 
noon at Stanton Harcourt, the seat of the Harcourts since the 12th 
century. The Hon. Mrs. Gascoigne, the late Lord Harcourt’s heir, acted 
as our guide. In the church the Harcourt Chapel, with its magnificent 
array of Harcourt tombs, from the 12th century to the present day, was 
opened for us, as was the medieval kitchen, without a chimney, but with 
huge louvres for the escape of smoke. We also visited the famous Pope’s 
Tower, consisting of a ground floor chapel for use of the domestic staff, 
rooms above for the Priest and his family and the top storey lent to Pope 
for the summers of 1716-1718 for the translation of Homer’s “‘Iliad”’; 
Pope also wrote the couplet for a tablet on the Church wall, commem- 
orating two young lovers killed by lightning as they sheltered under a 
haystack. We finally toured the extensive and beautiful gardens. From 
Stanton Harcourt we went to Burford for tea and a quick look round at 
this beautiful and interesting Cotswold town and finally to Minster 
Lovell, to see the romantic ruins beside the River Windrush of the 12th 
century Priory and the 15th century Manor House adjoining, contempor- 
ary with the church, containing the remarkable tomb of the seventh Lord 
Lovell, he of the popular rhyme: ‘“The Cat, the Rat and Lovell the 
Dog, Rule all England under the Hog’’ (these being the arms of Catesby, 
Ratcliffe and Lovell, all conspirators with King Richard III). This house 
is also the scene of the ‘Mistletoe Bough’’ legend. Perhaps eyen more 
interesting was the medieval Dovecot, one of the largest and best pre- 
served in the country, with a fascinating interior. 


The third morning started with a visit to the picturesque village of 


' Ewelme, noted for the cultivation of watercress, and especially for the 
_ group of church, almshouses and school, all built together by Geoffrey 
_ Chaucer’s grand-daughter Alice, Duchess of Suffolk, and her husband 
_ in the 15th century. The church contains the tomb of Chaucer’s son 
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Thomas and his wife, and most notably that of their daughter Alice in 
alabaster; this is considered one of the finest in the country. The actual 
tomb, under an elaborate canopy, is in three tiers—the recumbent, 
aristocratic figure of the Duchess, the chest containing her remains and, 
most unusual in this country, her skeleton beneath. Besides her coronet, 
she wears on her left fore-arm the Garter; this position of the Order is 
one of only 3 in Britain, (we noted a second at Stanton Harcourt) and 
was used by Queen Victoria to define the position of the Garter for all 
ladies of the Order. We then visited the Almshouses, with cloister and 
well, and the school, the oldest in the country in continuous use since its 
15th century foundation. We spent the rest of the morning in Abingdon, 
where we had the opportunity to see the beautiful view of the town from 
the fine 15th century Thames bridge, the 17th century coaching inn 
where we lunched on our previous visit, the old Jail built by Napoleonic 
prisoners, the remains of the Abbey, the magnificent County Hall in the 
Market Place, designed by Wren, St. Helen’s church, remarkable and 
unique for having 4 porches and 5 aisles and a 14th century roof paint- 
ing of the Tree of Jesse. Behind the Church we visited 3 groups of alms- 
houses, all now belonging to Christ’s hospital. After lunch there we 
returned to Oxford for a long afternoon. 


After spending the morning in Oxford on the fourth day, we drove to 
Blenheim for lunch and tea, devoting the intervening hours to individual 
visits to the Palace, the gardens and the lake. Later we went to the 
adjoining village of Bladon, where is situated the parish church of Blen- 
heim, with its associations with the Churchill family and their recent 
tombs in the churchyard. 


On the return journey on the Sth day, we visited first one of the finest 
Norman churches in England at Iffley, and the near-by picturesque 
Iffley Lock. We continued to the Roman town of Dorchester, with its 
noble 14th century Abbey, containing many interesting features, including 
the only Jesse window in the country, depicting the Tree of Jesse 
sculptured in the stone tracery as well as in the stained glass. We then 
enjoyed an outstanding lunch in a beautiful restaurant at the Shillingford 
Bridge Hotel, with a fine view of a delightful stretch of the River Thames, 
on the banks of which the Hotel is situated. A long, but scenic journey 
through the Berkshire Downs led us to Ringwood and an excellent cream 
tea. before returning to Bournemouth exactly on time. 


Sadly this must be the last Five-Day Field Meeting organised by the 
present leaders, inevitably on account of age and the now increasing 
difficulty of making arrangements. But after 14 years, we are delighted 
to retire on the crest of the wave and with the satisfaction of having 
contributed, from these and other Field Meetings, more than £1,500 to 
the funds of the Society.

Lectures 


It is regretted that the report on Mr. H. L. Chaney’s second lecture on 
the Scilly Islands, given towards the end of the last session, was omitted 
from the previous proceedings. In this talk he covered the Islands of 
St. Agnes, St. Martins, Tresco and Bryher, all of which were beautifully 
illustrated showing the gorgeous scenery and the lovely flowers. 


Miss M. W. S. Davis gave an interesting talk on the Island of Rhodes 
in the Deodecanese Islands in the Aegean Sea. Her excellent illustrations 
included the Temple of Athene, perched high on a rock above the village 
of Lindos, later made into a fortress by the Knights of St. John, also 
many of the villages and flowers. The lecturer emphasised that the island 
was an ideal holiday spot being so rich in history and beautiful scenery. 


Unfortunately owing to illness I was unable to give my lecture on 
“Dovedale and the Peak District’’, but to avoid a last minute hunt for 
a substitute Mr. F. R. Watson, who knows the area well, bravely stepped 
in and with the use of my slides and some of his own gave a very com- 
petent talk on the limestone valley of Dovedale, Chatsworth House and 
the Peaks. 


Mr. F. Oldham gave the second part of his talk ““Some Geographical 
and Historical facts concerning Leicestershire’? showing the physical 
features, communications by road, rivers and railways. He stressed that 
the influence of the Romans, Saxons, Danes and Normans could be 
studied in the County Museum, whilst the medieval legacies occur in the 
beautiful churches and castles. 


Mr. F. B. Martin’s talk on ‘“‘Bermuda’”’ revealed interesting connections 
with Dorset as Sir George Somers who colonised the islands lived in 
Whitchurch Canonicorum and was buried in the local church. Excellent 
slides were shown of the modern capital of Hamilton, the Victorian town 
of St. George and the various beaches, coves and caves spread across the 
islands which number nearly one hundred. 


Mrs. J. F. Gray took us with her on her “Walk round Mt. Blanc’. 
She had joined a party doing a circular tour around this highest peak 
in Western Europe. The tour started at Martigny, following the mount- 
ain path through larch and pine forests and over summer pastures and 
rocky crags. Night camps were set up in the valleys. The lecturer 
showed us some magnificent views of this world of ice and sun. 


Mrs. Jessie George spoke on the stone islands of Malta and Gozo. 
Her journey started from Marascala passing through the chief fishing 
village of Marsaxlokh, the brightly coloured boats providing a strong 
contrast to the surrounding bleak and stoney scenery. The journey pro- 
ceeded along the high rugged cliffs, salt pans carved in the rocks, orange 


_ groves and ancient ruins that relieved the bare countryside. After visit- 


_ ing the capital of Valetta and the holiday resorts of St. Georges Bay and 
_ St. Pauls Bay the ferry was taken to Gozo which seemed to be a greener 
_ island with flat top hills. 
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Mr. W. Whitsed spoke on “A glimpse on the Fens’. He said that 
formerly the Fens were a large delta with various islands such as Ely 
and Crowland but a vast drainage operation in the 17th century enabled 
the land to be cultivated. The soil is mainly peat over clay but the peat 
has shrunk under the drying process. Illustrations included two of the 
principal abbeys—Peterborough and Crowland—and the bulb fields of 
Spalding. Views were also shown of the Fen scenery with its high 
banked rivers and black earth. 


Mr. H. L. Chaney gave the first part of a talk entitled ‘““Walking in 
Dartmoor’. He said the moor was mostly coarse grained granite and 
the predominating scenery was steep hills, river valleys and rocky tors. 
Areas illustrated included Whitchurch Down, a tin-mining area, Walk- 
ham Valley, with extensive bronze age remains, and the farming area 
around Princetown. 


The next lecture was by myself and entitled ‘““The River Itchen and 
the Itchen Navigation’’. I explained the reason for the construction of 
the navigation channel and showed slides commencing at the source of 
the river at Kilmester continuing through Alresford, Ovington, Avington 
and the Worthies to Winchester. From the city the route took in both 
the river and the channel until they became one and the journey con- 
cluded alongside the river through Bitterne Park to the new bridge at 
Woolston with its fine views of Southampton Docks. 


Col. A. Hemsley took us to ‘“‘Signapore, Malay and Hong Kong”. 
Starting at Singapore his slides included the bustling markets where 
shoppers haggle by day, the great naval bases and modern docks, 
thousands of Chinese boats lining the seaside and serving as homes, and 
the Malay village which stands above the water on stilts. Crossing the 
Johore Causeway the mainland seaside harbour and industrial centre of 
Malacca was visited and the lecture concluded with slides of Hong Kong. 


Mr. J. Brooks gave an illustrated talk on “Italy”. Commencing his 
tour in the Aorta Valley in the north-west corner, views were shown of 
the many beautiful flowers which decorated the mountainside. The 
journey continued to Milan, Genoa, Pisa, Florence and Rome, thence 
returning via Sorrento, the Appenines and Venice. 


Mr. Ken Barnes’ talk on ‘‘Egypt for everybody’’ covered Cairo, the 
River Nile with its many great dams, particularly the famous Assuan 
Dam. He also spoke on the scientific explorations of the Pyramids and 
the many other wonders of Egypt, including the tombs of the Kings. The 
tomb of Tutankhamen which revealed to an astonished world buried 
secrets of Egypt of long ago were also visited. 


Mrs. M. Sparkes spoke about her travels in Greece. Opening her talk 
she explained the advantages of learning the Greek alphabet and gave 
many examples. Slides were shown of amphitheatres and temples in 
Athens, Delphi, Sparta, Epidaurus and other places. Such buildings were 
always worth visiting because they were invariably situated in beautiful 
settings. Slides were shown of the fluted stone pillars of the Doric and 
Ionic columns and the elaborate capitols of Corinthian columns decor- 
ated with finely carved patterns of foliage. In addition we were shown 
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Sparta with snow on the surrounding high mountains and Corinth in 
spring, bright with masses of poppies. 


Miss M. M. A. Gillett gave an illustrated study of Talbot Village 
started by two sisters who bought over 300 acres of enclosed common 
land and parcelled it up into six farms on the outskirts to give employ- 
ment to the occupants of a central village of 19 cottages. Also included 
were a church, school, almshouses and (intentionally) no pub. Each 
cottage had an acre of land. The cottages were all different in shape and 
design and rents were low. The village was developed between 1850 
and 1862. 


Mr. H. L. Chaney spoke on “Donegal”, taking us to the holiday 
resorts of Buncrana and Bundoran and showed us the rugged atlantic 
coast with many inlets having fine beeches. He also illustrated the wild 
and mountainous interior and the town of Donegal with its fine buildings 
and 15th century castle. Finally the boundary was crossed for a sight of 
Sligo. 

Miss K. M. Milner Bennetts concluded her series on the Falkland 
Islands with a talk on its geography. She said there were two main 
islands, i.e. West and East, separated by Falkland Sound and that about 
90% of the population lived in Stanley in the East island. The remainder 
dwelt in small self-supporting settlements in sheltered bays where they 
could grow fruit and vegetables all the year round. The best land was 
suitable for sheep farming and the economy of the islands was based on 
the export of wool. 


The final lecture of the session was given by myself and the subject 
chosen was “*A tour of South-East England’’. I explained that the Weald 
clay vales were almost entirely surrounded by the chalk of the North and 
South Downs except along the central portion of the south coast. 
Illustrations were shown of the many places of interest finishing up in 
London to view Kew Gardens and many of the other parks in the City. 


I am very grateful to all those who gave such interesting lectures thus 
ensuring that we had a very successful year. 


Mr. F. Watson led a morning tour around the centre of Bournemouth 
and gave us an interesting talk on its history and development. Many 
_ interesting features hitherto unknown to many of us were pointed out 
_ together with the sites of some of the original buildings. 


_ Inclement weather seriously cut down the numbers for the walk from 
_ Canford Magna to Hampreston and Leigh, led by Mrs. M. W. Saunders. 
_ The route crossed the River Stour over the swing bridge and proceeded 
. along the left bank downstream and returning via the now derelict 
' Wimborne-Salisbury railway track. 


_ We were only able to arrange one summer outing this year and Mrs. 
_ Robins led a party to Hinton St. Mary and Sturminster Newton. The 
. Starting point was reached by coach and initially the two attractive old 
_ mills were visited. After an enjoyable picnic lunch by the river the old 
» bridge with its transportation plaque was crossed and the party made

Geologu 


The principal work of this section has been to make a duplicate copy 
of the catalogues of the collections, which are now in the Society’s safes. 
This is very satisfactory, as the principal value of all collections lies in 
its provenance. In addition to this work, the Chairman and her Deputy 
have finished checking the collections and made several cross references 
which will make it easier to find different sources of information. 


The Chairman has given her collection of typical specimens found in 
different geological localities to the Society. These are arranged in order 
of their geological ages, beginning with the Pre-Cambrian of the Mid- 
lands and ending with the Glacial Till of Norfolk. 

The lecture by Mr. D. Dobson, “In the steps of Mary Anning”’ con- 
cerned the young girl who collected fossils at Lyme Regis. She was one 
of the first Palaeontalogists. 

The lecture on “Earthquakes” was sadly typical because two such 
devastating earthquakes occured at that time, one in Italy and one in 
Turkey. 

The coach expedition to the Mendips provided interest by way of the 
great fault exposed so clearly at Burrington Combe. During the Chair- 
man’s years of office the Mendips have been thoroughly examined. The 
return journey was through the Somerset Levels where the peat was 
noted. 

I have enjoyed being Chairman, and thank all members who have 
supported me, especially my Deputy, Mrs. M. Saunders. Regretfully 


T have decided to relinquish this office.

Physics and Chemistry 


Our opening lectures in October and November illustrated concern 
about future sources of energy—Mr. W. Redpath told of the advantages 
of nuclear power, and Mr. J. Platts lectured on the possibilities of using 
wave energy developed from rubber bags responding to pressure changes. 

Mr. F. Oldham, upon whom it is always a pleasure to call, filled an 
unexpected gap in the programme caused by the emigration of Dr. 
Blakeley to Australia, by illustrating curious facts of vision and colour 
with fascinating experiments. 

I myself had the privilege of addressing the Section in January on the 
subject of the Atomic Theory, tracing the experiments which have led to 
‘A Belief in Atoms’’. | 
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Still on the subject of atoms, Mr. G. Nash—who more frequently 
lectures on Astronomy—gave us the benefit of his knowledge as a pro- 
fessional atomic physicist in his February lecture on Radio activity. 

As we are all interested in local industries, we welcome a Mr. M. E. 
Green in March, who illustrated by films the work and manufactures of 
Hamworthy Engineering Limited. A facet of particular interest was the 
production of “pig power’—plants for converting farm wastes into 
methane which could be used as a source of energy, as well as disposing 
of an otherwise obnoxious effluent. 

One feature of local interest—the geothermal borehole at Marchwood 
Power Station—cropped up in Mr. N. Jackson’s April Lecture. Under 
the title Researches into Energy Sources for Electricity, his survey 
covered tidal, solar, biological, as well as the use of hot rocks beneath 
the surface of the earth. 

We entered another sphere in Capt. R. E. Harwood’s lecture in May. 
“Into Three Dimensions”’ included a succinct history of flight from the 
Wright Brothers in 1903 to the Whittle jet engine of 1941. Also included 
was much information about aircraft and safety procedures, from one 
who had flown the equivalent of 275 times round the world! 

The programme finished with a visit to the Winfrith Atomic Energy 
Establishment where we were shown .methods of handling radioactive 
materials, and an exhibition of the Steam Generating Heavy Water 
Reactor, after an illuminating introductory talk. 

Again I am most grateful to those lecturers, and members who have 
assisted by suggestions; I would also like to thank Dr. Blakeley who 
arranged the early part of the programme, and to wish him and Mrs. 
Blakeley well in their new environment.

Zoology—Lntomalogy 


Our area (N 51°) is experiencing a very cloudy and rainy cycle in 


_ comparison with the 1920/30 period. Lepidoptera: The nets of larvae 


of V. uticae and V. io were mostly drowned in the spring. The numbers 
of V. atalanta were above average. The writer watched large numbers of 
this species flying out to sea against a strong head-wind near the Portland 
observatory in mid-September. Average numbers of C. cardui were noted. 


_ Miss M. Brooks bred over a hundred P. c-album, which were released in 


a suitable area on the Moors river. The fritillary populations were low 


generally. The writer noted two specimens of a second brood of 
_ B. selene. L. cardui were very reduced or even absent from their normal 
localities, due to heavy rain during the ovipositing times in 1981. 
_ T. actaeon was plentiful over its whole range. At Fontmell Down, the 
' Wardens count of H. comma was 30. During a field meeting on 27th 
' October, two specimens of H. antiopa were identified in Ferndown forest. 
' Two friends of the writer recorded one specimen of A. plexippus on the 
Isles of Scilly and two near Plymouth in September. Ship assisted 
passages from the U.S. or from the Canaries?

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Zoulogy—Mammalia and Natural History 
Hield Meetings 


Field meetings for Mammalia and Natural History have been confined 
to Dorset and Hants Leaders of which are named elsewhere in the Pro- 
ceedings and to whom I am most grateful, especially to my deputy, Mrs. 
M. Arnold. 


Mammals: Four species of deer—Red, (Cervus elaphus), Fallow, 
(Dama dama), Roe, (Capreolus capreolus), Sika, (Cervus nippon), Brown 
Hare, (Lepus capensis), Rabbit, (Oryctolagus cuniculus), Stoat, (Mustela 
erminea), Weasel, (Mustela nivolis), Long-tailed Field Mouse, (A podemus 
sylvaticus), Short-tailed Vole, (Microtus agrestis), Water Vole, (Arvicola 
amphibius), Fox, (Vulpes vulpes), Hedgehog, (Erinaceus europaeus), 
Common Shrew, (Sorex araneus), Bank Vole, (Clethrionomys glareolus), 
Grey Squirrel, (Sciurus carolinensis), Pipistrelle Bat, (Pipistrellus 
pipistrellus). 


Amphibians and Aquatic Life: Marshy ground and ponds—Frogs, 
(Rana temporaria), Common Toad, (Bufo bufo), Palmate Newt, (Triturus 
helveticus). A non-blood-sucking leach which swallows insect larvae 
intact and minute crustaceans. 


Heath: Viperidae, Adder or Viper, (Vipera berus), Ringed or yellow- 
necked Grass Snake, (Natrix matrix helvetica), Common Lizard, (Lacerta 
vivipera). 

Marine: Sea belt or poorman’s weather glass, (Laminaria saccharina), 
Oar weed or tangle, (Laminaria digatata), Toothed wrack, (Fucus 
serratus), Bladder wrack, (Focus vesiculosus), Spiral wrack, (Fucus 
spiralis), Sea rope, (Chorda filum), Green seaweed, (Codium toment- 
asum), Sea lettuce, (Ulva lactuca), Red seaweed, (Calliblepharis ciliata), 
Bryozoa or Polyzoa. Minute sessile colonial animals, (Phylum Ecto- 
procto). Sea mat, (Membranipora membranacea), habitat on laminarians 
and other seaweeds, from middle shore down to shallow water. 


Natural History: R. G. Lees Report 


Autumn 1980 brought a good number of Fungi, with most common 
species being plentiful and many unusual types making a welcome 
appearance. There was also a notable increase in the number of Common 
Redstarts, (Phoenicurus phoenicurus), and the butterfly, the Painted 
Lady, (Vanessa cardui). 


Despite cold winds and rainy days most wild flowers did well. One 
highlight was the fine show of Adders’ tongue (Ophioglossum vulgatum) 
this year. The weather being against most wild life, it was rewarding to 
see the butterflies Speckled Wood, (Pararge aegeria) and Meadow Brown, 
(Maniola jurtina) in fair numbers. Most others had a poor year, partic- 
ularly the Blues, it being very noticeable when crossing heathland that 
the Silver Studded Blue, (Plebejus argus), was rarely seen. August being 
warm, brought out an increase in many species, particularly the Red 
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Admiral, (Vanessa ataianta), which was frequent throughout September 
and October. 


Odonata, (Damselflies and Dragonflies), also had a poor year. I noted 
at one pond six newly emerged Damselflies drying off, but next morning 
four of them were dead, probably due to the cold and wet weather. 


The rarely seen acrobatic dance of the Stoat that I had witnessed early 
that morning was repeated later that day when the party saw the Stoat 
jumping, twisting and somersaulting to attract the birds, which it did. A 
most rewarding episode. It was also evident by the end of the season 
that the Stonechat, (Saxicola torquata), had not recovered from its de- 
cline of two years ago.

Zoulogu—O®rnithology 


This Section has enjoyed an interesting year of Field Meetings which 
again have been well attended. We are particularly pleased to have been 
joined by a number of new Members who are very welcome and whose 
enthusiasm in the study of birds is most encouraging. 


A new venture during the winter was a coach trip in January to the 
Wildfowl Trust Reserve at Arundel, recently opened, and containing a 
very fine collection of duck and geese from all over the world. We were 
made welcome by the Warden and shown a film in the small but excellent 
cinema about Wildfowl Trust Reserves. 


At the suggestion of the R.S.P.B. Warden, Mr. Douglas Ireland, a 


_ party met at Radipole Lake near Weymouth one evening early in 
_ September to observe the roosting of migrating birds in the reed beds at 


dusk. We were fortunate to see upwards of 2,000 yellow wagtails and 


many pied wagtails, swallows and starlings which circled in the air, 
. seeming to fill the sky above us, before settling into the reeds. Curlew- 
_ sandpiper, spotted redshank, greenshank and common sandpipers were 
_ also seen on the mud. 


The winter 1980/81 brought exceptionally large numbers of brambling 
(the northern chaffinch) to this area, big flocks being observed, often in 


_ the company of chaffinches, in the New Forest and round the beech trees 
at Badbury Rings. The white rump and orange-buff shoulder patch of 


the male and breast of both sexes make them easily distinguishable. 


We were pleased to see a large flock of wintering golden plover in 


a field near Sopley in February, but unfortunately the party of siskins 
» which had frequented alders near the stream for some time were not 
visible on the day of the Field Meeting. Large flocks of fieldfare and 


redwing—the northern thrushes which come south during the winter— 


can usually be seen in the fields around Sopley. 


We had several sightings of Dartford warblers during the autumn at 


| Hampton Ridge in the New Forest. Although the last few winters have 


| been comparatively mild this small resident warbler is very threatened 
| through encroachment on habitat. 
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Field Meetings were organised as usual to coastal areas, marshes and 
headlands in spring and autumn for migrant birds and in the winter for 
waders, duck and geese which stay here in the cold weather. Following 
this report there is a list of birds of particular interest seen during the 


season. 

In November Bob Scott of the R.S.P.B. came down to talk to us about 
his fifteen years as Warden of the Dungeness Bird Reserve, and in 
August we had a most interesting lecture by Miss K. M. Bennetts on her 


recent trip to the Falkland Islands. 


I am deeply grateful to those Members who have led Field Meetings 


for me this Season and to my Deputy, Miss Gwen Hayball, for her help 
and support.
